OLD HAY WAGON WON.

Jlotnblo Contot lletween litudy llnml
und Steam In New Vork City.

Ill what nro bomotlmos called tho hal-
cyon days of tho volunteer flro department
of Now York then) wns n projudico ngnlnst
the use of steam power on flro enginos.
Tho Now York llrcmen still bcllovud in
tho work of ready hnnds iind proved their
sincerity by challenging nn Ohio Inventor
of a stoiim tiro engine, nnuiud Lntta, to u
public trial of strength und oxcullunco in
tho city hall park. Tho challenge was
loceptcd, nnd tho englno reached Now York
on Feb. 8, 1855. On tho next day in tho
city hnll park in tho presence of 20,000
ppectutors tho trial of skill took place. At
tho request of tho common council tho
Exempt Engine company entered tho lists
with linnd engine No. 42, tho old "liny
wngon," und proceeded to conipoto with
tho Lattu steam engine.

A match was applied to tho kindling
wood in tho Ohio steam englno, which ill
8X minutes begun to pump and discharge
water through two largo suctions. Tho
"hay wngon" led off by throwing n
stream of water toward Heekumn street
through 11 1 8 inch nozzle, the stunm en-
glno following with a stream in tho sumo
direction through n inch triangular
nozzlo. When measured, tho stream of tho
former was found to bo 180 feet long nnd
that of tho latter 182 feet. Again tho com-
peting engines played. At a distance of
about 200 feet u parly of small boys stood
In tho street tauntingly demanding to bo
drenched. Tho Cincinnati englno unsuc-
cessfully cndo'iuirod .to gratify them, but
When the New Vork ongino began to piny
they lied in the midst of it drenching show-

er bath. Cincinnati was beutuu by 15 feet.
Then n third trial wns ordered. Upon

tho roof of tho city hall 150 feet of hoso
was holstod nnd tho pipi s pointed upward
toward the llgure ol Justicooii tho cupola.
Pulling together for u hist
grout effort, the New York exempts man-
ned tho brakes. For 11 minute tho two
streams remained at equal height; then,
nmld unbounded npplause, tho Now York-
ers sent their stream clear nbow that of
their contestants and kept it so until the
end. New York Sun.
